Nurses complain 
as patients are 
left in hospital 
wards on trolleys

BED shortages at 
the Princess of 
Wales Hospital in 
Bridgend have 
resulted in patients 
being left on trol¬ 
leys as ward man¬ 
agers scour the hos¬ 
pital for patients 
who can be dis¬ 
charged and their 
beds released. 

The hospital started a 
new system, which 
came into effect last 
week, in response to the 
target which states that 
patients should wait on 
trolleys in Accident and 
Emergency for no more 
than eight hours. 

The solution put for¬ 
ward under the 
‘Capacity Escalation 
Plan’ is to move the 
trolleys from A and E to 
a ward where a bed may 
become available. 

This will be done 
after the patient has 
been waiting on a trol¬ 
ley for more than seven 
hours - but before the 
eight-hour waiting time 
target is breached. 

The new system has 
come in as the hospital 
is in the process of clos¬ 
ing a further 10 medical 
beds in wards five and 
six. In all, the Bridgend 
area has lost 200 hospi¬ 
tal beds over the past 20 
years, despite an ageing 
population and increas¬ 
ing numbers of resi¬ 
dents. 

The scheme states 
that this action should 
be taken if other options 
such as diverting people 
to other hospitals and 
using the hospital’s 
Short Stay Unit for low 
risk patients are not 
possible. 

The patients waiting 
on trolleys will go to 
wards where discharges 
are expected. They will 
then go into the newly 
vacated bed - a practice 
now known as ‘hot-bed- 
ding’, which doctors 
have warned can lead to 
increases in the number 
of cases of hospital 
acquired infections. 

Patients will be given 
a clinical risk assess¬ 
ment by the nurse in 
charge of A and E to see 


if they are suitable for 
transfer on a trolley. 

They will then be 
formally handed over 
by A and E to the 
receiving ward. 

The new system was 
launched on Monday, 
October 4, and will last 
for four weeks, with 
weekly reviews during 
this period. It will then 
be evaluated. 

However, the scheme 
has angered nurses, 
who contacted The 
GEM. They said that 
the first they knew 
about it was last week 
when patients were 
taken to Ward 6 on trol¬ 
leys by hospital man¬ 
agers. 

The trolleys are left 
on the ward and patients 
have no privacy as there 
are no curtained cubi¬ 
cles available for them 
should they need a bed 
pan. 

Staff say that nurse 
numbers have already 
been reduced, but their 
workload has increased 
as they will now have 
extra people to look 
after who need to be 
monitored, given meals, 
drinks and medication. 

There is no indica¬ 
tion of how many hours 
in total patients may be 
left on trolleys. 

It is also claimed that 
the scheme has been 
devised by managers 
who have no clinical 
skills. 

• The heating at the 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital remains 
switched off, although 
it would have been acti¬ 
vated on October 1. 

Staff claim that they 
have been told to give 
out extra blankets to 
patients who complain 
of the cold, but they 
have now run out of 
blankets. 

It is understood that 
the delay in switching 
on the heating is to save 
money. 

A spokesman for 
ABM Health Board said 
that the Capacity 
Escalation Plan had 


been introduced to 
enhance patient flow at 
all hospitals and to 
ensure that ambulances 
are off-loaded quickly. 

The aim is to free up 
areas within A and E so 
that patients can be 
offloaded from ambu¬ 
lances and assessed. 

When the emergency 
department becomes 
full, patients awaiting 
admission to specific 
wards may be moved to 
wards only when an 
inpatient on that ward 
has been deemed fit for 
discharge or transfer. 

The statement went 
on: “There are a small 
number of areas within 
the hospital identified 
where patients can wait 
in comfortable sur¬ 
roundings and these 
will be utilised first 
whenever possible.” 

The board has denied 
that patients on trolleys 


A FAMILY living in 
the Navigation

will be put into store 
cupboards while wait¬ 
ing for a bed. 

The hospital has also 
re-opened 10 additional 
in-patient beds tem¬ 
porarily. A third con¬ 
sultant in acute medi¬ 
cine has been appointed 
to increase response 
times and emergency 
nurse practitioners have 
been employed within 
the Emergency 

Department at key 
times. 

With regard to the 
heating issue, the board 
confirmed that October 
1 was the usual date for 
switching on the heat¬ 
ing but the recent 
unusually warm weath¬ 
er prompted a decision 
not to switch the heat¬ 
ing on. 

As temperatures have 
now dropped, the heat¬ 
ing has been switched 
on. The disruption in 
the supply of blankets 
has been resolved and 
there are now plenty in 
stock. 


Lewis was spotted 
shortly afterwards 
attempting to get in but 
left the scene and ran off. 

He said he had been 
looking for somewhere 
to sleep because for some 
time he had nowhere to 
live. 

The court heard he had 
convictions for burglary 
and theft. 

Kevin Seal, his coun¬ 
sel, said: “He accepts it 
has to be custody. In 
many ways, he has been 
institutionalised by 
prison. For the first time 
in a long time he is free 
of drugs and has re¬ 
established his relation¬ 
ship with his mother.” 

Judge Christopher 
Vosper said: “You accept 
you intended to enter the 
premises and steal.”

Borough couple admit 
charges of child neglect 


A local county bor¬ 
ough couple and 
their children lived 
in “squalor”, 
Cardiff Crown 
Court has heard. 

There were dog fae¬ 
ces in some rooms and 
the bedrooms of the 
children were not fit for 
them to sleep in said the 
prosecutor, Carl 

Harrison. 

Matters came to light 
when one of the children 
ran to a neighbour and 
said the drunken father 
was attacking the moth¬ 
er with a knife. 

The couple, who can¬ 
not be named for legal 
reasons, admitted 
charges of child neglect. 

Each was sentenced 
to a community order 
for two years and made 
subject to a two-year 
supervision order. 

Judge Christopher 
Vosper said the children 
were no longer in their 
care and the marriage 
had ended. 

Mr Harrison said that 
earlier this year, one of 
the children ran to a 


neighbour, said the 
drunken father had a 
knife and was attempt¬ 
ing to wound the moth¬ 
er. 

The child said: 
“There’s blood every¬ 
where.” 

The police sent an 
armed response group to 
the house, which was 
found to be extremely 
dirty and hadn’t been 
cleaned for many 
months. 

There were dirty 
dishes, many empty bot¬ 
tles and cans, cannabis 
could be smelled, bed¬ 
ding was soiled and 
clutter and clothing 
were strewn around. 

One of the children 
said: “I hate my father 
and I don’t care if he 
drops dead.” 

When arrested, the 
father said that he had 
had 10 cans of beer and 
six cannabis joints. 

His wife said the 
home conditions were 
appalling because her 
husband would not 
allow her to clean it.

“The situation in the 
house was hideous and 
grotesque.

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BACKING A WINNER IN THE 
LABOUR LEADERSHIP STAKES 


T HE last few weeks before we head 
back to the Commons has seen me 
bouncing between local, national, 
international and party issues. 

First the party stuff. I voted for Ed Miliband and 
am delighted he is now leader of my party. I 
worked with both Eds, Miliband and Balls, as a 
Parliamentary Private Secretary and got to know 
them well. Ed Miliband is someone you cannot help 
liking. He is very bright with a wry sense of 
humour which helps him make very complex sub¬ 
jects interesting by holding your attention and inter¬ 
est. 

I’m pleased with the shadow cabinet elections, 
but four of the 19 people I voted for did not make 
it. One of those was Huw Irranca Davies, my neigh¬ 
bour in Ogmore. He has now been given a role in 
the shadow energy and climate change team. 

In Bridgend, there has been a great deal of work 
around mental health issues. When we talk of phys¬ 
ical health we understand the difference between 
feeling a bit run down and terminal illness. Mental 
health also covers a wide range of conditions asso¬ 
ciated with feeling mentally healthy. 

I spent an excellent evening with an old col¬ 
league, Win Griffiths, at the World Mental Health 
Day gig at the Bridgend Recreation centre organ¬ 
ised by BAVO (Bridgend Association of Voluntary 
Organisations). The event promoted the ‘Siaradwn 
Ni/Let’s talk’ project (www.siaradwnni.org.uk), a 
Big Lottery-funded project managed by the local 
NHS trust which funds local voluntary sector agen¬ 
cies across Neath Port Talbot and Bridgend. 

Organisations such as Bethlehem Church Life 
Centre, Cruse, Youthworks, Yellow and The Bridge 
Mentoring, Mind Cymru and Mental Health Matters 
Wales provide a range of services that are free to 
people living/working in Bridgend county, and peo¬ 
ple can self-refer into the projects. 

Just to give a flavour of the variety of projects, 
Youth works ERIC programme (01656 727861) 
helps young people express feelings, develops self 
confidence and emotional resilience while reducing 
the stigma attached to mental health. 

Alcohol Awareness week (October 18-24) is 
focusing on the harm alcohol abuse causes children. 
With half of children in Wales aged 15 saying they 
have been drunk at least twice, we have a problem. 

Alcohol abuse is linked to child abuse, domestic 
violence, criminality and mental health problems. 
Yellow’s SMAF (Substance Misuse and Alcohol 
Forum 01656 737494) is led by young people and

aims to promote responsible drinking and shape 
services for young people affected by substance 
misuse and alcohol. 

We all owe a debt of thanks to those workers in 
the statutory services run by BCBC and ABMU and 
those in the voluntary sector providing help, sup¬ 
port and a road back towards mental health. 

Finally, on the international level, I spent an 
exhausting four days in Uzbekistan in Central Asia. 
To be accurate, I spent three days there and one day 
travelling back and forth. 

Uzbekistan is a landlocked country to the north 
of Afghanistan, and was part of the Soviet Union 
until 1991. It shares borders with Kazakhstan to the 
west and to the north, Kyrgyzstan and Tajikistan to 
the east, and Afghanistan and Turkmenistan to the 
south. 

The country has more than 27.7 million people, 
half the region’s total population. The population is 
young: 34.1 per cent are said to be younger than 14 
and literacy and numeracy are high, at 95 per cent. 

Relationships with Uzbekistan have been diffi¬ 
cult since May 2005 when security forces opened 
fire on demonstrators in the town of Andijan. 

Claims as to how many died varies between 187 
and 1,500. 

Tension grew between the EU and the US and 
President Karimov’s government. The UK held the 
Presidency of the EU that year and was seen as 
leading European criticism. 

The visit of the cross party Commons and Lords 
Central Asia All Party Parliamentary Group was a 
significant step in rebuilding relationships. A 
‘Memorandum of Understanding’ was signed 
between the two Houses of the UK and Uzbek 
Parliaments to work together on a range of issues. 

I will work on human rights and women’s issues, 
along with Baroness Stem. 

Our delegation had meetings with the Chairman 
of the Senate, the Speaker of the Legislative 
Chamber, the Parliamentary Ombudsman, and with 
all of the Uzbek political parties and the Ecological 
Movement of Uzbekistan (The Aral Sea is partly in 
Uzbekistan). 

We also met with the Minister for Foreign

Economic Relations, Investment and Trade, the 
Foreign Minister, the director of the National 
Human Rights Centre, chair of the Women’s 
Committee, and visited the Institute for Study of 
Civil Society and Westminster International 
University in Tashkent. 

Not bad for three days, it was exhausting but 
extremely valuable. 

Developing understanding between the UK and 
Uzbekistan is important on a number of fronts. 
Uzbekistan has a vibrant economy with cotton, 
gold, uranium, potassium, and natural gas and oil 
exports. As a crossroads within Central Asia it plays 
a critical role in trade and peace in the region. 

The country has already played a key role in 
assisting the economic development of Afghanistan 
with railway construction, power generations, min¬ 
ing and agricultural support. 

Afghanistan has a strategic position in central 
Asia. Its neighbours include Pakistan, Iran, 
Turkmenistan, Uzbekistan, Tajikistan and China. 

For centuries people have moved between these 
countries. Three million Uzbeks live in 
Afghanistan. 

President Karimov of Uzbekistan has proposed a 
‘6 plus 3’ plan. The six are the neighbours listed 
above and the three are the US, Russia and NATO. 
The nine would work together to tackle 
Afghanistan’s social and economic problems, drugs 
production and trafficking, poverty and unemploy¬ 
ment to forge national reconciliation and recon¬ 
struction. 

Problems in Afghanistan must be understood and 
tackled on a region basis by partners with a long 
term interest in peace and prosperity in the region. I 
hope the Central Asia APPG will be part of building 
that partnership. 

In between, I have also written a play review, 
and am preparing a book to review; both deal with 
Afghanistan. Did I mention life had been hectic 
during my break from Westminster?

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Support assistant 
stole from people 
who had learning 
difficulties - Cardiff 

Crown Court hears case 


A senior support 
assistant with an 
organisation which 
helps people with 
learning difficulties 
has been sentenced 
to 15 weeks impris¬ 
onment, suspended 
for 12 months, for 
stealing from some 
of them. 

Cardiff Crown Court 
heard that over a six 
month period, 26-year- 
old Amy Fielding stole a 
total of £186.97. 

Fielding, of Bridgend, 
pleaded guilty to eight 
charges of theft. 

Judge Christopher 
Vosper said: “The 
amounts involved in 
each case are modest. 
But it is not the amounts, 
but the circumstances 
which made this case 
serious.” 

He said there was 
nothing sophisticated in 
what she did and she 
didn’t forge receipts. 

“It is difficult to 


understand why you did 
it. There was no imme¬ 
diate need for cash on 
your part.” 

He said the amounts 
were small, but were 
large for the individuals 
concerned. 

“The breach of trust 
was great,” he added. 

Prosecutor Richard 
Twomlow said Fielding 
was employed by an 
organisation called 
Drive, which provided 
support for people with 
learning difficulties. 

A group of four, lived 
in a purpose-built bun¬ 
galow in Maesteg and it 
was from these residents 
that Fielding stole. 

Each had a cash tin in 
which was put money 
for such things as food 
and petrol. After every 
shift, the amounts were 
balanced and noted. 

But discrepancies 
were discovered in 
finance records and 
Fielding was suspended 
and later dismissed. 

When arrested, 


Fielding said she might 
have made mistakes but 
had never been dishon¬ 
est. 

The court heard that 
she had previous convic¬ 
tions since the thefts for 
making false representa¬ 
tions in a job application 
and shoplifting at Asda, 
Bridgend. 

Michael Puga defend¬ 
ing said: “She has had an 
excellent relationship 
with the residents and a 
good working history. 

“Initially, she could 
not confront and accept 
what she had done to 
those in her care. She is 
ashamed, and realises 
she was in a position of 
trust.” 

He said the money 
was not to fund a lavish 
lifestyle. 

In addition to the sus¬ 
pended sentence, she 
was made subject to a 
supervision order for 12 
months.

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Traffic lights 
are to stay 
at Waterton 


THE traffic lights 
on the Waterton 
Roundabout are 
here to stay! 

That was the outcome 
of a review carried out 
by highway officers into 
how the lights are func¬ 
tioning. 

There had been com¬ 
plaints from motorists 
that when they were 
switched off for work to 
be done on the road net¬ 
work, the traffic flowed 
more freely than when 
they were switched on. 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council’s cabi¬ 
net received a report 
from Louise Fradd, the 
corporate director of 
communities. 

This stated that 
Waterton roundabout is a 
key junction on the 
strategic A473/A48 cor¬ 
ridor south of Bridgend. 

The efficient opera¬ 
tion of this junction, said 
the report, is key to the 
effective operation of the 
authority’s transport net¬ 
work, and is already 
under considerable pres¬ 
sure from existing traf¬ 
fic, with the likelihood 
of further traffic growth 
in future. 

The report says that 
while there is an obliga¬ 
tion on highway authori¬ 
ties to promote the free 
flow of traffic, this was 
subservient to the issue 
of road safety. 

The council has a pol¬ 
icy of carrying out reme¬ 
dial work on sites with 
the worst casualty 
records and a study of 
personal injury collisions 
from 1997 to 2001 
showed that the 
Waterton roundabout 
was ranked in the coun¬ 
cil’s top 10. 

Consultants were then 
employed to analyse per¬ 
sonal injury accident 
data and their recom¬ 
mendations were that the 
Waterton and Coychurch 
roundabouts, which also 
had a poor safety record, 
should be signalised. 

By installing traffic 
lights, the speed of vehi¬ 
cles approaching the 
roundabouts was also 
reduced and this would 
decrease the severity of 
any accidents. Both 
roundabouts have large 
central islands with 
“relaxed” approaches 
which encourage very 
fast entry and exit 
speeds. 

The council looked at 
the possibility of intro¬ 
ducing part-time signals 
but when the accident 
record was looked at, it 
was found that accidents 
took place throughout 
the 24 hour period and 
not just at peak times. 
They decided that con¬ 
trol was needed full 
time. 

It was agreed to 
install the MOVA sys¬ 
tem, which is a quick 
response system which 
minimises delays and 
deals with prevailing 
traffic conditions quick¬ 
ly- 

MOVA signal timings 
vary in response to traf¬ 
fic conditions and these 
change throughout the 


day. It also accommo¬ 
dates a phase for pedes¬ 
trians via a push button 
control. 

The scheme was com¬ 
pleted in 2004 and 
revised in 2007. 

In the three years 
before the lights were 
installed, there were 50 
personal injury acci¬ 
dents, but after there 
were eight in the first 
year after and nine in the 
second. 

Report author John 
Duddridge said that 
since the lights were 
installed, there had been 
questions raised about 
why the lights were 
operating in the middle 
of the night with sugges¬ 
tions that they become 
part time, Some have 
even suggested the total 
removal of the lights. 

He said that the lights 
were switched off 
recently because of the 
work needed to create a 
new access to Dunelm 
Mill. Surveys were 
undertaken then in 
November and again in 
April when the lights 
were back in operation. 

The maximum queue 
recorded in a two-minute 
interval on the approach 
arms to the roundabout 
during the morning and 
evening peak periods 
showed that with the 
lights on, there were 
more cars in the queue. 

But the report says 
that the queues were 
“not substantial” and 
despite public percep¬ 
tion, the roundabout 
operated more smoothly 
when it was signalised. 
Personal injury accidents 
are still down and stand 
at 14 in 2007, six in 
2008 and four in 2009. 

The report said that it 
was proposed to retain 
the lights but to continue 
to monitor traffic and 
data. The cabinet also 
heard that to take the 
lights away and carry 
out other modifications 
would cost £150,000 and 
there is no money in the 
budget. 

It was agreed to let 
the lights remain subject 
to monitoring, and 
upgrading of the system 
when necessary.

Police hunt burglars 
who stole jewellery 


POLICE in Maesteg are 
appealing for information 
about two day-time burglaries 
that took place in the area 
recently.

In response to recent burglaries in 
the area, police officers have launched 
Operation Jupiter. Officers throughout 
the sector will be carrying out proac¬ 
tive patrols in a bid to identify vulner¬ 
able properties. House to house 
enquiries have been carried out and 
crime prevention advice has been 
posted through residents’ doors. 

Det Insp Jason Redrup of Bridgend 
CID said: “In the light of these recent 
burglaries, we would remind the peo¬ 


ple of Maesteg to take their usual pre¬ 
cautions in making sure their homes 
are safe and secure and also to pay 
attention to any suspicious callers they 
might see in the area. 

“We believe an unknown man may 
have visited houses in Park View the 
day before the burglary and when the 
door was answered asked for a person 
who was not known at the address. 

“Another man is also reported to 
have been seen loitering in the area of 
Brodawel on the day of the burglary 
there. 

“These reports may be completely 
unconnected to the burglaries but it is 
best to be vigilant and we would ask 
people to report any unusual activity 
and any unexpected callers.” 

Anyone with information about 
these burglaries, or who has been 
offered any jewellery for sale from a 
suspect source is asked to call

Local council backs town manager’s 
plans to upgrade John Street subway 


TOWN centre manager 
Rhiannon Kingsley has 
contacted Porthcawl town 
council to say that the sub¬ 
way, beneath the dual car¬ 
riageway into the town, is 
an important link from the 
main commercial area in 
John Street to the second¬ 
ary shopping area of 
Station Hill and New 
Road, as well as residential 
communities on the east¬ 
ern side of town. 

In a letter she stated: “The sub¬ 
way is dilapidated and in poor 
condition. The entrance from 
John Street is masked by shrubs 
which collect litter and is often

subject to broken glass, empty 
bottles and cans of alcohol. 

“The lights in the subway are 
broken and the tunnel is subject to 
graffiti. It also acts as a refuge for 
homeless people and beggars.” 

She said that businesses which 
rely on footfall through the sub¬ 
way are suffering as people feel 
unsafe and added that people liv¬ 
ing in the New Road area were 
also discouraged from using the 
subway to access the town centre. 

She went on: “Physical 
improvements to the subway to 
improve the perception and safety 
are being proposed. The shrubs 
from the entrance on John Street 
would be removed and replaced 


with flower beds. 

“The subway would be repaint¬ 
ed and a local artist will create 
attractive designs. Lights will be 
replaced or mirrors installed to 
reflect light down into the tun¬ 
nel.” 

By increasing the use of the 
tunnel, natural surveillance of the 
area would also be improved. 

Ms Kingsley added that local 
businesses affected by the state of 
the subway were asking for 
action, as well as residents need¬ 
ing to get into town from 
Porthcawl East Central. 

Porthcawl Town Council has 
agreed to give the project its full 
backing. Funding now has to be 
identified.

VALE CAMPAIGN GROUP

SCHOOL TRANSPORT MOVE 


‘STUART’S 
CAMPAIGN’, the 
Vale based group 
of parents working 
for safer pupil 
transport, has wel¬ 
comed the Welsh 
Assembly’s new 
‘Safety of Learner 
Transport 
Measure’. 

Mr David 

Cunningham Jones, who 
heads Stuart’s 
Campaign, said he was 
delighted that the 
Assembly had managed 
to overcome legislative 
difficulties to be able to 
proceed with the new 
measure. 

Mr Cunningham 
Jones, whose son Stuart, 
aged 12, was killed on a 
school bus at 
Ystradowen, near 
Cowbridge in 2002, told 
The GEM: “This is 
something we have been 
calling for for a number 
of years. We are delight¬ 
ed that action is being 
taken to put these things 
right.” 

He said that the 
Assembly needed to 
provide the funding nec¬ 
essary from its budget 
so that local authorities 
would be able to imple¬ 
ment the proposed 
improvements. 

“They must make the 
money available to 
councils throughout 
Wales to bring in these 
welcome changes. My 
worry is that because of 
the financial situation, 
there may be delays in 
providing the money 
needed which will delay 
these changes.” 

The organisation will 
be submitting its views

to the Assembly during 
the consultation period 
on the proposals. 

The measure was pro¬ 
posed last week by 
Ieuan Wyn Jones, the 
Deputy First Minister 
responsible for transport 
in Wales. It aims to 
improve the safety stan¬ 
dards of buses and other 
vehicles used to provide 
school transport. 

It will enable the 
Welsh Assembly 
Government to place a 
wide range of require¬ 
ments on local authori¬ 
ties in relation to the 
safety standards of 
school buses, through a 
series of detailed regula¬ 
tions. 

Local politicians also 
welcomed moves by the 
Assembly to improve 
safety on school buses - 
a burning issue in the 
Vale since 2002. 

Jane Hutt, the Vale 
AM, said: “This new 
Welsh law addresses a 
long standing commit¬ 
ment to bring forward 
legislation on the safety 
standards of motor vehi¬ 
cles used to transport 
pupils and students to 


children as they travel to 
school is a top priority 
in Welsh public servic¬ 
es.” 

Vale MP Alun Cairns 
said he was delighted 
the new measure was 
being introduced. 

“I will give it my full 
support. Having called 
for action from the 
Welsh Assembly 
Government seven years 
ago, after the terrible 
accident in Ystradowen, 
it is great to see that 
things are finally mov¬ 
ing in the right direc¬ 
tion. 

“This measure will 
lead to compulsory seat- 
belts on all school trans¬ 
port, and finally bring to 
an end the three-for-two 
seating arrangements. I 
will do all I can to make 
sure that the further reg¬ 
ulations are achieved 
within the next 
Assembly term. 

“As a parent myself, I 
believe it’s crucial that 
local authorities require 
that drivers of vehicles 
used for school transport 
receive specific training, 
in relation to working 
with children, current 


and from school (learner seat belt legislation, and 


transport). 

“This is a major step 
forward towards pro¬ 
gressing the recommen¬ 
dations of Stuart’s 
Campaign, in memory 
of Stuart Cunningham 
Jones, which I have 
fully supported. 

“The campaign has 
been pivotal in achiev¬ 
ing these new laws and 
engaging with the 
Assembly in trying to 
ensure that the safety of 


dealing with challenging 
behaviour. 

“We all want our chil¬ 
dren to be safe and trav¬ 
el to and from school 
with confidence.” 

Mr Cairns warned 
that it was crucial the 
Assembly funds the cost 
of bringing in the 
changes. 

He went on: “I am 
concerned that much of 
this legislation will be 
written in guidance 


form, rather than on the 
face of the law. When 
matters are written on 
the face of the law, there 
is an assumption of full 
funding from the Welsh 
Assembly Government.” 

Plaid Cymru’s Vale 
Assembly candidate, Dr 
Ian Johnson said: 
“School transport is a 
very important issue for 
families throughout the 
Vale and I am glad that 
the Assembly is pushing 
forward regulations in 
this measure, which 
will ensure that every 
child has a seat-belt. 
Children’s safety must 
be a priority. 

“This will effectively 
end the ‘three-for-two’ 
concession, where three 
children were allowed to 
take up two actual seats, 
and stop standing on 
contracted school buses. 

“Since becoming 
Transport Minister in 
2007, Plaid Cymru 
leader Ieuan Wyn Jones 
has ensured the passage 
of the Learner Travel 
(Wales) Measure in 
2008 and the introduc¬ 
tion of the All Wales 
Travel Behaviour Code 
in 2009, which set out 
the standard of behav¬ 
iour expected of all 
young people on their 
journey between their 
home and school, as 
well as introducing this 
measure.” 

He added that he 
hoped the measure 
would be on the statute 
book by the time of the 
Assembly elections next 
spring.

The town council was 
considering paying itself 
for a zebra crossing to be 
placed on Newton 
Nottage Road. 

The request was ini¬ 
tially made by Coun 
Alana Davies who said 
that it would enable resi¬ 
dents, especially chil¬ 
dren, to cross the busy 
road in safety. 

The cost of the new 
crossing would be in 
excess of £41,000. 

The plan has been 
opposed by Coun Norah 
Clarke who turned up at 
the last meeting of the 
capital projects commit¬ 
tee with figures of two 
pedestrian surveys car¬ 
ried out for BCBC. 

Members heard that 
Newton Nottage Road 
only reached 4.1 per cent 
of the criteria required to 
justify a new crossing. A 
survey revealed that only 
31 people crossed the 
road in 12 hours. 

This compares with a 
survey in High Street, 
Laleston, where a cross¬ 
ing has since been 
installed, which showed 
that in 12 hours 362 peo¬ 
ple had crossed that sec¬ 
tion of road. This was a 
score of 37.8 per cent.

Three options 
are considered 
on the future of 
Bryngarw House 


BRIDGEND’S cab¬ 
inet has agreed to 
invite bids for 
either the sale of 
Bryngarw House 
on a freehold basis, 
the sale on a lease¬ 
hold basis or to 
appoint an opera¬ 
tor to run the busi¬ 
ness under a man¬ 
agement contract. 

At the moment, the 
house, which is used as a 
conference centre and 
training venue, receives 
a subsidy from Bridgend 
taxpayers of £100,000 a 
year. 

The Grade 2 listed 
country house was 
extensively refurbished 
by the former Ogwr 
Borough Council and 
began operating in 1995. 
It also has a strong wed¬ 
ding trade. 

The cabinet heard that 
while the subsidy has 
halved from the 
£200,000 it was getting, 
the council needs to 
lower it still more or

remove it altogether. 

The house also needs 
on-going capital invest¬ 
ment to upgrade the 
building and facilities 
and that money is not 
available in the capital 
programme. 

A cross-directorate 
management board was 
set up earlier this year to 
look at the options and 
also to consider the cor¬ 
porate role that 
Bryngarw House plays 
in the council’s own 
need for training venues, 
cultural events and may- 
oral functions. 

They sought expert 
marketing advice and a 
consultant found that the 
marketing of the house 
was more restricted 
because it is council 
owned than if it was pri¬ 
vately run. 

He also said that 
council events like arts 
and music festivals 
restrict the use of the 


house for far more lucra¬ 
tive events like wed¬ 
dings. 

The house could be 
taken over by a local or 
regional hotel owner and 
run as a hotel but the 
lawns outside the front 
of the house and the car 
park would have to be 
included to make it 
viable. 

There is also an issue 
about private owners 
having to take on exist¬ 
ing council staff on their 
terms and conditions. 

He has said that a 
freehold sale of the 
building would be the 
most viable option from 
a financial point of view 
although issues to do 
with the running of the 
park may make that dif¬ 
ficult. 

It has been agreed to 
seek proposals from out¬ 
side operators for all 
three options. 

A further report will 
be presented to cabinet 
once this has been car¬ 
ried out.

Bridgend leisure facilities 
could be privately run 


BRIDGEND 
County Borough 
Council is to active¬ 
ly seek a partner 
organisation to 
manage its leisure 
centres and swim¬ 
ming pools. 

The organisation 
could be from the com¬ 
mercial sector or could 
be a leisure trust. 

The cabinet has given 
officers the authority to 
engage in the procure¬ 
ment process. Specialist 
advice of how to go 
about it will be sought 
and bodies will be invit¬ 
ed initially to submit an 
expression of interest. 

A report from Mark 
Shephard, head of 
Healthy Living, said that 
there was a need to 
explore alternative man¬ 
agement arrangements 
for these buildings in 
view of the significant 
financial challenges the 
council will face in com¬ 
ing years. 

Although it is assumed 
that all leisure centres 
and pools would be 
included in the new 
arrangement, this could 
change. 

The report to cabinet 
said that there was a need 
for the council to reduce 
the running costs of 
pools and sports and 
leisure centres so that 
money is available to 
invest in the upgrading 
work necessary on many 
of them. 

But in parallel with 
this, the council is also 
looking at ways of 
improving its in-house 
management by review¬ 
ing staffing arrange¬ 
ments, programmes and 
pricing to identify poten¬ 
tial savings and ways of 
generating income. 

Officers have visited 
other councils where, 


partner organisations 
have been appointed to 
run sports facilities. 

The council has 
already carried out a 
marketing exercise to test 
the water with the com¬ 
mercial sector - and has 
found that there is a pos¬ 
itive response to the 
opportunity to manage 
Bridgend’s facilities. 

Mr Shephard warned 
that alternative manage¬ 
ment was needed to pre¬ 
vent facilities having to 
be closed and to reduce 
costs. 

He said that bringing 
in an external partner to 
manage the facilities was

FURTHER ACCIDENT 
PROMPTS CALL FOR 
IMMEDIATE ACTION 


A call has been made for 
action to slow traffic down as 
it enters a village following a 
spate of accidents. 

Local councillor Malcolm James 
said he was concerned about the num¬ 
ber of accidents that have taken place 
on the main road running through 
Llangynwyd. 

He said: “We had another crash on 
Saturday night about 10pm. A van 
overturned and hit some parked cars. 
As far as I know, nobody was hurt 
although the police were called. I am 
dreading the day when someone is 
killed.” 

Coun James is calling on the high¬ 
way authority to put some red road 
markings in the village to slow traffic 
down. 

“It’s all down to speed,” he said. 
“There have been quite a few acci¬ 
dents lately and residents say that at 
night, cars are travelling through the 
village at speeds which are too high 
for the road conditions. 

“It is also worrying for residents 
living along there especially if they 
are walking along the pavements.” 

Mr James said that the problem 
was getting worse and action was 


needed. He went on: “I was told that 
there is a list of 500 road safety 
schemes waiting for funding and that 
my request for road markings will go 
on the list. But we need action now 
before somebody is killed.” 

He intends to keep lobbying the 
highways department to carry out a 
speed survey and assessment of the 
risks in the village. 

“I remember when we were getting 
fatal accidents along the main road 
between the paper mills and 
Greenmeadow. It was only after a 
number of people were killed, and 
after an outcry from the public, that 
the council put in the red road mark¬ 
ings that slowed traffic down. 

“That scheme has worked and I am 
not aware of any serious accidents 
since those markings were installed so 
they do work. 

“The same situation applies to the 
Blackmill bends where there were a 
series of fatal accidents which killed a 
number of young people. It was only 
a petition from villagers in Blackmill 
that persuaded the highway authority 
to install these road markings. Again, 
the number of accidents has been 
slashed since.”

Council 
increases 
its salt 
reserves 

STOCKPILES of 
salt for treating 
roads throughout 
Bridgend county 
borough this com¬ 
ing winter have 
been increased. 

The council has decid¬ 
ed to add another 1,000 
tonnes of salt to its 
reserves which now 
stand at 5,000 tonnes. 

The council is confi¬ 
dent that this level of 
reserves will be adequate 
to deal with the type of 
severe conditions experi¬ 
enced in the area last 
winter. 

The council has also 
made minor adjustments 
to its winter service plan 
based on the experience 
gained last winter. 

The council has said 
that if the reserves are not 
sufficient, they do not 
anticipate cutting out any 
gritting routes but instead 
would reduce the propor¬ 
tion of salt being mixed 
with the grit to eke out 
supplies over a longer 
period.

Ilfracombe is one of 
the councils in the west 
country opposing the 
plan to reduce the cover 
provided by the service 
at Chivenor from 24 
hours to 12. 

Under the previous 
government’s proposals, 
the night time cover 
would have been provid¬ 
ed by helicopters sta¬ 
tioned at RAF Culdrose 
in Cornwall and RAF 
Valley in Anglesey. 

But opponents argue 
that the extra flying time 
from both stations to 
south Wales and the 
north Somerset and 
Devon coast would put 
lives at risk. There is also 
the issue that with just 
one helicopter at each 
station, if they were 
already out on emer¬ 
gency calls, there would 
be no cover available. 

The Ministry of 


Defence has now sus¬ 
pended plans to change 
the service pending the 
outcome of the spending 
review currently under¬ 
way. 

Coun Aspey and oth¬ 
ers want to raise the pro¬ 
file of the campaign to 
increase pressure on MPs 
and ministers to keep 
Chivenor a 24 hour sta¬ 
tion. It is the busiest of 
all the rescue stations in 
the UK. 

AMs Peter Black and 
Bethan Jenkins have 
promised to attend the 
protest which is open to 
all. 

Coun Aspey has been 
in touch with councils all 
along the south Wales 
coast and others inland 
and has received pledges 
of support from a number 
of councils from west 
Wales right across to 
south east Wales who are 
backing the fight.

‘Know your 
pulse’ urges 
local MP

THE MP for 
Bridgend, 
Madeleine Moon, 
lent her support to 
the campaign to 
help raise aware¬ 
ness about atrial 
fibrillation (AF), the 
most common heart 
rhythm disorder in 
the UK. 

The campaign, spear¬ 
headed by the charity, the 
Atrial Fibrillation 
Association (AFA), aims 
to raise awareness of this 
debilitating condition 
and reach out to the pub¬ 
lic, parliamentarians and 
clinical experts. 

At a meeting in 
Westminster, Madeleine 
Moon was briefed by the 
AFA about the condition 
and had her picture taken 
with a ‘giant calculator’ 
which estimates that 792 
people in the Bridgend 
constituency’s electorate 
suffer from AF. 

The risk of developing 
AF rises sharply with 
advancing age, roughly 
doubling with each 
decade of age, from 0.5 


per cent of people aged 
between 50-59 years vis¬ 
iting their GP, rising to 
almost 9 per cent for 
those aged 80 to 89. 

Simple pulse checks 
with GPs are a quick, and 
low cost way of detecting 
AF. That is why the AFA 
is calling on people who 
are worried they might 
be suffering from AF to 
book a simple check up 
with their GP. The AFA is 
also calling for pulse 
checks to be made a rou¬ 
tine procedure within the 
NHS Health Check pro¬ 
gramme and at seasonal 
flu vaccination clinics. 

Madeleine Moon MP 
said: “It is astonishing to 
think that an estimated 
792 people in Bridgend’s 
electorate have atrial fib¬ 
rillation, and the possibil¬ 
ity that many more have 
it but as yet have not 
been diagnosed. 

“It is important that 
this condition is under¬ 
stood by medical profes¬ 
sionals and patients so 
that they can be identi¬ 
fied at an early stage and 
treated accordingly.” 


Community council 
intends fighting 
boundary changes 


LLANGYNWYD 
community council¬ 
lors are to fight 
plans to merge their 
borough council 
ward with Maesteg. 

Under draft plans 
unveiled by the Local 
Government Boundary 
Commission for Wales, 
the Llangynwyd Middle 
Ward will merge with 
Maesteg West to create a 
new Lower Llynfi Ward. 

The two wards have 
three councillors 

between them at the 
moment - one in 
Llangynwyd and two in 
Maesteg but under the 
new plans there will still 
be three councillors rep¬ 
resenting the area. 

Sitting Llangynwyd 
councillor Malcolm 
James, who represents 
Plaid Cymru, said that 
the proposal made no 
sense at all. 

He said: “If they want 
to cut down on council¬ 
lors, what’s the point of 
this merger? They are 
keeping the same num¬ 
ber. All it will do is make 
it harder for people in 
Llangynwyd to have a 
voice. 

“They will be 
swamped by the much 
greater population in 


Maesteg.” 

The community coun¬ 
cil, which covers the 
same area as the borough 
ward, will object on the 
grounds that the ward is 
semi rural and has differ¬ 
ent problems to those in 
the urban part of 
Maesteg. 

The ward consists of 
three villages 
Cwmfelin, Llangynwyd 
and Pontrhydycff plus 
the smaller hamlets of 
Garth Fach and Lletty 
Brongu. 

The council has dele¬ 
gated a group of council¬ 
lors to draw up the objec¬ 
tions. 

Coun James is object¬ 
ing in his own right as the 
borough member, and 
Plaid Cymru in the valley 
is also objecting. 

The proposal to merge 
the wards was put for¬ 
ward by the Labour Party 
and there are suspicions 
in Plaid that it was done 
to give Labour a political 
advantage, as the Plaid 
vote in Llangywnyd is 
likely to be overwhelmed 
by the larger Labour vote 
in Maesteg - giving 
Labour all three seats, 
one more than at present.

T he 

Comprehens 
ive Spending 
Review is awaited 
by everyone in the 
public sector, with 
a mixture of con¬ 
cern and determi¬ 
nation to rise to 
the challenge of 
making savings 
while protecting 
frontline services. 

We know there 
will be cuts, but as I 
write my column we 
do not know how 
severe these will be, 
or consequently the 
effect on public 
services in the Vale. 

The Welsh 
Assembly 
Government will 
announce the provi¬ 
sional settlement for 
local government on 
November 23. 
Budget cuts are nec¬ 
essary to cut the 
national deficit and 
we are ready for the 
challenge, however 
we hope we do not 
find that local 
authorities are hit 
disproportionately. 

The council’s 
medium term finan¬ 
cial plan was pre¬ 
sented to cabinet in 
September and is 


based on a planning 
assumption of a 
three per cent cash 
cut in revenue fund¬ 
ing from the Welsh 
Assembly 
Government each 
year for the next 
three years. 

The real cut will 
be greater than this, 
as when inflation is 
taken into account, 
the shortfall could 
be more than five 
per cent per annum 
in real terms. 

Our plan identi¬ 
fies a predicted rev¬ 
enue funding short¬ 
fall for 2011/12 
alone of £14.25 mil¬ 
lion, with the 
prospect of similar 
shortfalls in future 
years. We are 
already working to 
identify areas for 
significant savings. 

It should be noted 
that the overall pre¬ 
dicted shortfall to 
2013/14 is £39.1 mil¬ 
lion, which equates 
to almost 20 per 
cent of the council’s 
net budget require¬ 
ment for 2010/11. 

I believe we are as 
well placed as any 
council to meet the 
financial challenge. 
The Vale is a well

and I’m pleased to 
say this has again

A TO BRIDGEND 
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YOUNG BRIDGEND PLAYWRIGHT 
SHINES A HARSH LIGHT ON 
GROWING UP IN HIS HOME TOWN 


REVIEW by PHILIP IRWIN

T he fact that 
National 
Theatre 
Wales chose 
Bridgend as one of 
the 12 venues of its 
year-long ‘tour’ of 
Wales is quite a big 
deal. 

In fact, the theatre’s 
artistic director, John 
McGrath, upped the 
ante by describing it as 
a “key production”, and 
chose it as the one that 
he would direct himself. 

Without a theatre in 
Bridgend, he chose 
Hobos music venue, 
which was converted to 
take an audience of 
about 90. 

The club’s bar is part 
of the set, because what 
young people do on a 
night out in the town is 
central to the play. 

He put together a 
quality cast, with Nia 
Roberts the best known, 
but also with four 
younger actors in Katie 
Elin-Salt, Mark Sumner, 
Remy Beasley and 
Matthew Trevannion. 

Nia is well-known 
for TV and film appear¬ 
ances (my favourite was 
the coke-snorting 
reporter in S4C’s Y 
Pris ). 

The Bridgend con¬ 
nection is reinforced by 
Katie and Mark, both 
prominent former mem- 


• BCBC has been 
asked to investigate the 
possibility of replacing 
“backless” benches at 
the bus station with 
ones that do have 
backs.

He could also call on 
the talents of a ‘home’ 
writer, former Brynteg 
Comprehensive pupil 
Gary Owen, a play¬ 
wright with a growing 
reputation and a body of 
work that suggests he is 
getting closer and closer 
to making a real impact 
outside Wales. 

HEADLINES 

And, of course, 
looming over the proj¬ 
ect were the screaming 
headlines of early 2008, 
when Bridgend found 
itself branded as the 
“suicide capital of 
Britain”, and became a 
byword for a bleak, 
grim place to grow up. 

The result is Love 
Steals Us From 
Loneliness, a thought- 
provoking evening that 
doesn’t shy away from 
the dark side of life for 
young adolescents. 

Writing in the pro¬ 
gramme for the show, 
Gary Owen sets out his 
stall, saying that during 
10 years as a profes¬ 
sional playwright, he 
has often drawn on his 
own experiences grow¬ 
ing up in Bridgend. 

However, he had 
avoided the idea of 
writing about the 
Bridgend suicides - par¬ 
ticularly because he did 
not want to run the risk 
of making things worse. 


A48 are already in 
place. 

Bridgend Town 
Council asked for better 
signs, but traffic chief 
John Duddridge said that 
there was no funding 
available for any extra 
road markings but the 
police will be asked to 
monitor these junctions. 

The town council was 
disappointed with this 
and sent a further letter 
calling for action.

What has changed? 
Well, he says that pub¬ 
licly-funded theatre 
should not shirk big 
issues, and he has his 
own experience to offer. 

He says: “In my 
teens and 20s I had 
depression and suicidal 
thoughts, so this will be 
from someone who has 
been through that and 
can say ‘just hold on a 
bit longer’. 

“It’s for all teenagers 
who might feel they 
have no way out. A sort 
of plea to hold on, you 
don’t know where life 
could take you”. 

The play runs until 
Saturday, but very few 
seats are left. Having 
said that, anyone with 
tickets who is offended 
by bad language should 
consider passing them 
on to someone else. 

The first 20 minutes, 
in particular, finds 
Catrin (Katie Elin-Salt) 
and Scott (Mark 
Sumner) in a graveyard 
after Catrin has stormed 
out of the pub after a 
row with her boyfriend 
Lee. 

The swear words 
come thick and fast, 
with the f-word com¬ 
monplace, the c-word 
frequent, and even the 
m-word making a rare 
appearance. If there was 
a z-word, I think Gary 
would have thrown that 
into the mix as well! 


limit has been request¬ 
ed by Bridgend Town 
Council for Heronston 
Lane and also at 
Waunscil Avenue. Both 
requests will be sent to

• BRIDGEND Town 
Council is to meet the 
regeneration officer to 
discuss ways of boosting 
business in the town 
centre to avoid any fur¬ 
ther shop closures. 

Plans for additional 
events in the run up to 
Christmas are being dis¬ 
cussed. 

• BCBC has accept¬ 

ed a contribution of 
£2,500 from Bridgend 
Town Council towards 
the cost of bringing in

For a Bridgend audi¬ 
ence it could be quite 
hard to take, especially 
as Katie is the main cul¬ 
prit, and her last two 
appearances in the 
Bridgend Youth Theatre 
were in squeaky-clean 
roles in Carousel (as 
Julie Jordan) and in 
West Side Story (as 
Maria). 

EXPLICIT 

The discussions 
about sex are pretty 
explicit as well, so any¬ 
one looking for this 
play to be a PR puff 
piece for Bridgend will 
be disappointed. 

For much of the first 
half - and only Katie 
and Mark are on stage 
for this section - they 
paint a picture of young 
people with no horizons 
and a bleak outlook on 
life, breaking the bore¬ 
dom with casual sexual 
encounters. 

What changes is that 
the more complex sides 
to their characters are 
revealed. Katie loves 
Lee, but has already 
resigned herself to him 
moving on and leaving 
her behind. 

Scott, in Catrin’s 
opinion, is gay, but after 
a long analysis of his 
behaviour with her 
female friends, he sud¬ 
denly declares a lifelong 
love for Catrin. 

This knocks her right 
out of her comfort zone. 

She seems to be 
responding to his plea, 
and the first half ends 
with the two young peo¬ 
ple wondering how to 
react to this change of 
circumstances. 

Do they get together? 
Do they head off and 
tell Lee that he has been 
dumped? 

We don’t find out, 
because when act two 
starts, the stage is fes¬ 
tooned with floral trib¬ 
utes. Someone has died 
and it turns out to be 
Lee, who perished in a 
car crash that very 
night. 

Now reporters who 
cover Bridgend are well 
used to coroners being 
kind to grieving fami¬ 
lies. 

A suicide verdict is 
often avoided, if the 
coroner can offer a sol¬ 
ace in words such as “I 
cannot be sure of the 
deceased’s state of 
mind”. 

The first character we 
meet is Mags (Nia 
Roberts) who is Lee’s 
mother. In this case, the 
playwright has been 
similarly kind to her, 
and she can hang on to 
the belief that he did not 
take his life. 

She tells herself that 
he just did something 
stupid, something that 
most teenagers do and 
get away with. 

Later, in the final 
scene, it is made pretty 
clear to the audience 


that Catrin and Scott 
had told Lee that they 
loved each other - and 
his response was to 
drive away to his death. 

For the rest of the 
play there are five peo¬ 
ple on stage. The story 
concentrates on how 
four of them: Catrin, 
Scott, Mags and Becky 
(Lee’s sister), played by 
Remy Beasley cope in 
the aftermath of his 
death. 

All four are damaged 
but they start to heal - 
but not at the same rate, 
and not in the same 
way. 

Becky is the figure 
who embodies hope for 
the future. 

At first sight, she 
seems as messed up as 
everyone else, but she 
goes on to be a high 
achiever in life. 

Scott shows little 
sign of recovering from 
the trauma. Whether 
that trauma is losing 
Lee or losing Catrin is 
not clear. 

GRIEVING 

Mags recovers to the 
degree that she can take 
down the floral tributes. 
Otherwise, she is 
doomed to stay a griev¬ 
ing mother. 

Catrin, however, 
acquires a new 
boyfriend in Mikey 
(Matthew Trevanion). 

He is aggressive, 
manipulative in ways 
that Lee was, but more 
ruthless and arrogant. 

Once again, it 
seems,Catrin’s low 
expectations of life are 
leading her to unhappi¬ 
ness. 

This run through the 
plot makes it sound like 
a grim evening, but 
there is plenty to laugh 
at in Gary Owen’s writ¬ 
ing. 

Characters frequently 
fly off on a comic tan¬ 
gent, and everyone gets 
their share of sharp one- 
liners. 

No matter how bleak 
a picture he paints, he 
always finds a spark of 
human imagination that 
will light up the dark¬ 
ness. 

He also finds 
moments of real poetry 
in the way the charac¬ 
ters express themselves. 

There is nothing 
flashy in John 
McGrath’s direction. He 
gives each actor every 
chance to shine and the 
structure of the evening, 
with characters sudden¬ 
ly appearing at the 
karaoke machine in the 
bar, keeps the audience 
engaged. 

The set is unusual, 
with heavy coiled 
springs spread around 
the stage, marking off 
different areas for each 
character. 

The acting is uni¬ 
formly strong. Nia 
Roberts captures a 
mother who has just just 


enough strength to sur¬ 
vive, and it is painful to 
share her grief. 

Remy Beasley has to 
play both a young, 
immature girl, and a 
much older person who 
gets to look back on a 
full life, and she holds 
the stage well. 

Mark Sumner and 
Katie Elin-Salt are both 
in their first profession¬ 
al stage roles and will 
surely attract attention 
after these performanc¬ 
es. 

Fleshing out charac¬ 
ters that could lapse into 
stereotypes is difficult, 
but their success is a 
testament to their talent, 
and the grounding they 
received in the 
Bridgend Youth 
Theatre. 

Mark Trevannion is 
scary as the arrogant 
Mikey. He came on the 
scene after the death of 
Lee, but you get the 
feeling that he is the vil¬ 
lain of the piece. 

Is the author suggest¬ 
ing that trying to live up 
to male stereotypes is a 
factor in their suicide 
rate? 

Certainly, the saddest 
part of the play is that 
Catrin has ended up 
with such a man in her 
life, and you fear for 
both their futures. 

In the programme, 
Gary Owen says he can 
remember friends say¬ 
ing what a dump 
Bridgend was but, he 
notes, that’s similar to 
what so many young 
people think about any 
small town they grow 
up in. 

His message is that 
it’s not the town, it’s the 
mindset of young peo¬ 
ple as they face an 
uncertain future. 

Anyone remember¬ 
ing the lurid headlines 
of January and 
February 2008 will find 
no easy answers in this 
play. 

But then, there never 
were any easy answers 
to find. 

Plenty of local wor¬ 
thies will be offended 
by this play. Someone, 
you can bet, will say 
that a rosier picture 
should have been paint¬ 
ed of Bridgend. 

I think that would 
have been dishonest, 


and there is nothing dis¬ 
honest in this piece of 
work. 

It marks another 
stage in Gary Owen’s 
development as a seri¬ 
ous writer, and audi¬ 
ences elsewhere will not 


be as sensitive as those 
in Bridgend. 

Love Saves Us From 
Loneliness started its 
run on Thursday, 
October 7, and finishes 
this Saturday, October 
16.

Tackling the rise of 
‘compensation culture’ 


H OW many times have 
you heard the excuse 
“we can’t do that 
because of health & safety”? 

We’ve all witnessed or 
been subject to the unneces¬ 
sary burden of the con¬ 
straints of health and safety 
regulations, either in our 
workplaces or within our 
communities. 

From trainee hairdressers 
not allowed to use scissors in 
a classroom, to various 
parades in Cowbridge and 
elsewhere not being able to 
take place due to the more 
onerous demands of risk 
assessments and health and 
safety legislation. 

When Lord Young 
launched his review of 
Britain’s health and safety 
legislation three months ago, 
he promised that a “com¬ 
mon sense” approach would 
guide him. 

His report investigates 
concerns over the applica¬ 
tion and perception of 
health and safety legislation, 
together with the rise of the 
compensation culture over 
the last decade. 

I understand that the 
report will sweep away red 
tape and offer new freedom 
to employers, employees and 
the huge range of communi¬ 
ty and voluntary organisa¬ 
tions that work so hard 
within the Vale.

The rise of compensation 
culture over the last 10 
years is a real concern, and 
I’ve heard from many resi¬ 
dents in the Vale of incidents 
where staff felt unable to 
help others, simply because 
they were not insured to 
perform such simple tasks 
as lifting a buggy for a 
mother, for fear of an acci¬ 
dent and subsequent legal 
claim. 

It would be a great victo¬ 
ry for common sense for 
those individuals who try to 
do the right thing - those 
‘good Samaritan’ situations 
- if they knew they weren’t 
at risk from potential per¬ 
sonal injury claims. 

This would be good news 
for the NHS and other pub¬ 
lic sector organisations - as 
well as private companies. 
Schools within the Vale 


would also benefit, with a 
reduction in the number of 
forms that teachers have to 
fill in before going on trips. 

We’d see a massive 
change across the Vale, as 
community events such as 
street parties or firework 
displays would find it much 
easier to gain permission 
and arrange safe events for 
residents to enjoy. 

The annual Christmas 
Reindeer Parade in 
Cowbridge was in jeopardy 
this year, as a result of traf¬ 
fic control, policing and risk 
assessment issues, but all 
involved have worked hard 
to ensure that any problems 
have been resolved. 

The compensation culture 
has been gathering pace, 
fuelled by the recession, and 
many other events have 
sadly fallen by the wayside. 

A common sense 
approach to the interpreta¬ 
tion and implementation of 
health and safety regulation 
is much needed. 

We could all then enjoy 
colourful community events 
such as the carnival 
parades; children could play 
conkers without safety glass¬ 
es at school and we could all 
fulfil our potential for good¬ 
will and take responsibility 
for helping others within 
our community.

NEWS FROM THE FONMON APIARY 


Indian summer 
gives bees an 
autumnal bonus! 


W INTER is 
in the off¬ 
ing but the 
bees are still very 
active, thanks to the 
mild conditions we 
are experiencing. 

Here at Fonmon, the 
ivy is providing forage 
for the bees along with 
the herb beds. Charlock 
that is in some of the 
fields around the apiary 
is also being used and 
much pollen is coming 


I am still feeding the 
bees, as all this activity 
means expenditure of 
energy, which in its turn 
requires food to supply 
the energy. 

Each of the hives is 
already well provided 
for, but stores will be 
consumed as long as the 
bees are active. 

The feed I am supply¬ 


ing them with is a liquid 
one made by mixing 
sugar (white) with a 
measured amount of 
water. This is readily 
accepted by the bees, 
who will store it as if it 
was nectar that they had 
collected themselves. 
This syrup can only be 
fed to the bees while 
they are still active and 
able to process it to suit 
their needs. Once it is 
just so, the cells it has 
been stored in will be 
sealed with a wax cap¬ 
ping, and there it will 
reside until the bees 
require it. 

Certainly those who 
are new to beekeeping 
will have read in their 
books that all feeding 
should have been com¬ 
pleted by the end of 
September. This has 
been the norm in times 
past and was sound 


advice. However, the 
weather and temperature 
are the dominant factors 
in all our dealings with 
the bees so we have to 
adjust accordingly. 

The Varroa treatment 
is nearing its conclusion 
now. The second appli¬ 
cation has been carried 
out and I have taken 
some samples from the 
drawers underneath the 
wire-mesh floors. Dead 
mites are readily observ¬ 
able. I will be doing 
some counting which is 
more from curiosity 
than a requirement. 

Treatment at this time 
of the year is by way of 
a commercial product 
APIGUARD, made up 
of a thymol extract to 
which chemicals have 
been added to give it a 
gel-like consistency.

starch liners to store 
their kitchen waste 
prior to it being placed 
in an outdoor lockable 
kerbside container. 

These liners have 
previously been replen¬ 
ished on a scheduled 
basis, through collec¬ 
tions from local offices 
or via the ring and 
request service. 

The council will 
shortly consider rolling 
out the kitchen waste 
service to the whole of 
the Vale and in light of 
this officers have 
reviewed these arrange¬ 
ments which, they con¬ 
sider, do not offer the 
most efficient form of 
delivery. 

From November 1, 
residents taking part in 
the kitchen waste col¬ 
lection service who 
have five or less liners 
remaining are advised 
to loosely tie either a 
piece of cloth or one of 
their last remaining lin¬ 
ers to the handle of 
their outdoor kerbside 
caddy on their collec¬ 
tion day. 

This will indicate to 
the collection crews 
that new liners are 
required and these will 
be deposited in the out¬ 
door caddy along with 
the handle tie. 

It's hoped that this 
new arrangement will 
be more reliable, will 
better ensure that resi¬ 
dents always have a 
supply of cornstarch 
liners and that they're 
not inconvenienced by 
having to request liners 
in future. 

The new delivery 
arrangements are based 
on the principle that no 
more than three liners 
will be used per week 
and the service will be 
reviewed at the end of 
2011 / 2012 . 

Residents are 
reminded that old 
newspaper can be used 
as an alternative liner, 
though stocks of liners 
will continue to be 
available at various 
council offices for 
some time in the future. 

As it should no 
longer be needed, the 
ring and request service 
will be discontinued 
from November 1.

Two applications are 
required. 

To apply it, you 
must open up the hive 
and break the seal on 
the container, this is 
then laid on top of the 
exposed frames mak¬ 
ing it accessible to the 
bees. 

There are, of course, 
other treatments that 
can be applied later in 
the year or in the 
spring of the next year 
before the bees get into 
their productive cycle. 
Should it be necessary, 
I will use heated oxalic 
acid crystals. Used in 
this manner, a gas (for 
want of a better word) 
is released and it per¬ 
meates the hive, killing 
off more mites. 

Another way of 
using oxalic acid is to 
add it to your syrup 
(liquid sugar) and to 
trickle it over the bees 
in the hive, using a 
syringe to apply it. 

This latter method 
means that you have to 
open up the hive to 
expose the bees in their 
winter cluster, which is 
not something that I 


feel happy about. 

Those that use it feel 
that it is a much safer 
approach than heating 
the crystals and there¬ 
fore subjecting them¬ 
selves to the gas given 
off by such a method. 

My approach, using 
a dedicated roof con¬ 
taining the required 
pipe-work and the seal¬ 
ing of the hive 
entrance plus any sus¬ 
pect gaps, is on the 
whole much less intru¬ 
sive and, providing that 
safety precautions are 
observed, compares 
well with the trickle 
approach. 


Using chemicals of 
any kind to control the 
mites is not to be 
desired but for the 
present it is the only 
way we can help the 
bees to survive. For all 
the research that has 
been (and is being) 
carried out, we have 
not got rid of the mite 
nor developed any safe 
contamination free 
control applications. 

Can the bees devel¬ 
op a host/parasite strat¬ 
egy? Perhaps, given 
time but do we have 
time?

Local Cadets pay homage to those who fell 



AIR Cadets from 372 (Barry) Squadron, 
Adam Wood, Megan Palmer-Wood, Carl 
Chaplin, Charles Adams, Megan Hamblin 
and Geraint Franklin, recently travelled 
to Europe to pay homage to those who lost 
their lives in two world wars, along with 
Air Cadets from Caerleon, Penarth, Ely 
and Blackwood. 

The visit took place over a long weekend in 
October and encompassed the war memorials and 
battlefields of Ypres Salient, in Belgium, and those 
of the Somme, in France. 

The cadets stayed as guests of the Belgium Army 
in Ypres and during their time were able to witness 
members of the local fire brigade performing the 
moving ‘Last Post’ ceremony at the Menin Gate. 

As a sign of respect, Cadet Megan Hamblin laid a 
poppy wreath on behalf of the squadron. 

Cadet Adam Wood said: “We also went to 
Dunkirk to see where the evacuation took place. 
When you stand on the beach, it’s amazing to think 
that in May 1940, all those people came in all sorts 
of boats, big and small, to save the servicemen and 
to try to get them home.” 

The Cadets also visited the Canadian War 
Memorial, Vimy Ridge, 38th Welsh Division 
Memorial, Mametz Wood and the memorial at 
Thiepval, which is dedicated to the 73,367 missing 
men of the Somme. 

The Cadets paid their respects to the war dead at 
the following cemeteries: Tyne Cot, Passchendaele, 
and Langemarck. 

“It was a very busy few days with an enormous 
amount of travelling. However, the Cadets all felt 
that it was a worthwhile and emotional experience. 
Seeing the battlefields and memorials at first hand 
brings history closer to our present and not just left 
in the past. 

“These men who died for their countries will not 
be forgotten by the Cadets.”

dition to be embraced 
but once a year. 

Most people use it as 
an excuse to let loose at 
their employer’s 
expense, but a growing 
number are seizing the 
opportunity to release 
pent-up romantic ten¬ 
sions, translating furtive 
glances shared over a PC 
desktop into true love. 

In the past, free food 
and booze have always 
been the biggest draw, 
but in this credit-crunch 
climate - where the petty 
cash is unlikely to 
stretch beyond a paltry 
mince pie - a chance to 
flirt with work col¬ 
leagues could provide 
the biggest pull. 

According to 
Elizabeth Kuhnke, 
author of Body 
Language For Dummies, 
this is a great time of 
year to be looking for a 
new partner. 

She said: “The festive 
season is the ideal time 
to look for love. 

“Parties are in abun¬ 
dance, meaning spirits 
are high and inhibitions 
are low.” 

Unfortunately, it’s also 
the same time of year 
that most of us are look¬ 
ing pale, sun-starved and 
weathered by the ele¬ 
ments. For Kuhnke, 
though, that's not a prob¬ 
lem. Successful singles 


aren’t always the belles 
of the ball. 

She explained: “It’s a 
little known fact that 
availability counts for 
more than beauty in the 
dating game. 

“A man will tend to 
pursue a woman who 
may not be the most 
attractive in the room, as 
long as she’s giving off 
signals indicating her 
availability. The most 
important thing to under¬ 
stand when searching for 
a partner is how to com¬ 
municate your interest.” 

Kuhnke adds: 

“Women focus on their 
hair, clothing and make¬ 
up when preparing to go 
out, but they must also 
remember that their body 
language is instrumental 
for gaining and main¬ 
taining the interest of a 
partner. 

“Understanding the 
key signals, and using 
them to your advantage, 
matters more than an 
outfit.” 

So dressing up - or 
down - is the easy part, 
and hours wasted styling 
hair could be better spent 
learning how to flick 
locks coquettishly. In 
fact, the only things we 
should really be applying 


in the mirror are body 
language techniques. 

Sending out signals by 
means of subtle physical 
nuances might sound 
complicated, but it all 
comes under the umbrel¬ 
la of flirting. 

So how do you perfect 
it to a fine art? 

“The essence of a 
good flirt is confidence, 
empathy and humour,” 
says Jean Smith, a social 
anthropologist and 
founder of Flirting & 
Walking tours in London 
(www. allureseminars .co 
m). 

“A good flirt makes 
the other person feel 
good, and because 
they’re so confident, 
they don’t need the vali¬ 
dation back - although 
they always get it.” 

What’s more, flirting 
can be used as a tool to 
generate success in other 
areas of your life. 

Peta Heskell, the orig¬ 
inal flirt coach and board 
member of The 
Academy of Marriage, 
Sex and Relationships 
(www.flirtingacademy.co 
m), agrees. 

She said: “When you 
can flirt with anyone, for 
fun, with or without the 
physical element and 


you know who to flirt 
with and who not to, it 
makes people feel good 
about you and that leads 
to social and business 
success.” 

It may not always 
seem the case, but 
according to Heskell, we 
were all bom flirts. 

She insisted: “Flirting 
is a natural mechanism 
designed to help us send 
signals to someone we 
like, so they might make 
the approach, but some 
of us have had it parent- 
ed, or schooled out of 
us.” 

Sadly, many of us 
have lost the confidence 
to flirt, but there are 
plenty of DIY steps you 
can take. 

If you’re shy, Heskell 
suggests practicing with 
friends or relatives. 

She explained: 
“They’re more amenable 
to connection as they’re 
often less inhibited and 
more laid back. Put your 
full attention on them as 
they come towards you, 
think nice thoughts about 
them, and look at them. 

“It isn’t rocket sci¬ 
ence, smile and say 
hello. The more you 
practice, the more natu¬ 
rally you’ll do it with 
someone you really 
like.”

2005’ by The Sunday 
Times, although local 
folklore claims that is 
not just the staff and 
locals that inhabit its 
ancient rooms, but up to 
12 ghosts as well. 

Dave explained: “One 
of the ghosts is said to be 
Amy, whose footsteps 
have often been heard 
on the landing. We were 
once told she was a girl 
who had died at a young 
age near The Plough. 

“When we started 
doing refurbishments 
recently, words appeared 
on the wall of the land¬ 
ing which read ‘Amy’s 
Playroom’ (see picture 
on the left). 

“We’re hoping that 
someone can enlighten 
us as to who she really 
is.” 

Amy’s presence has 
been benign, said Dave, 
but over the years other 
apparitions and spectres 
have been more unset¬ 
tling - the young boy 
who followed the clean¬ 


er through the pub, the 
poltergeist which 
attempted to damage the 
pub’s trade by smashing 
the till and blocking the 
credit card machine, and 
the cloaked figure that 
drifts along its corridors. 

Dave insists that the 
incidents have been 
reported by a number of 
people and are not part 
of a marketing ploy. 

Perhaps the cloaked 
figure, reminiscent of a 
monk, is a clue as to the 
origin of the supernatu¬ 
ral disturbances. 

The pub was once a 
farm building estab¬ 
lished by a monastery, 
and it is believed that 
monks may have used 
the building as a mortu¬ 
ary for sailors who had 
been washed up on the 
coastline after their 
ships sank during 
storms. 

Dave was once 
warned by one his chefs 
called Peter, who arrived 
to help out for a few

days, not to upset the 
ghosts. 

“He told me: ‘Don’t 
do alteration work - 
they won’t like it. Don’t 
expand the size of the 
kitchen they won’t like 
that either.’ He wanted 
to pacify the ghosts.” 

Peter also had the 
uncanny knack of 
preparing the correct 
meals for people before 
they had ordered, telling 
other members of staff: 
“I know exactly what 


I’m doing”. 

After a couple of days 
Peter left and Dave con¬ 
tacted the Cardiff 
agency who supplies 
him with staff - only to 
discover they had never 
heard of him. 

Despite Peter’s warn¬ 
ing, renovation work has 
had to go ahead at the 
Plough and Harrow, and 
the words ‘Amy’s room’ 
have materialised, which 
still leaves one question.

“We are concentrating 
this year on the issue of 
waste, reuse and recy¬ 
cling. 

“Working with the 
Vale Council, we want 
to offer a user-friendly 
sorting system with clear 
explanations of what 
waste goes where. 

“The Vale Council 
will be providing three 
bins at each position 
around the main festival 
site so waste can be sort¬ 
ed into mixed recy- 
clables (paper, cans, 
glass, plastic, card), food 
waste (including meat 
and fish, cooked or 
uncooked) and general 
waste (anything else). 

“Exhibitors and visi¬ 
tors will be encouraged 
to sort as much as they 
are able and willing,” 
said Polly. 

Margaret added: 
“Other ways that festival 
supporters can help 
include car sharing and 
using the free park and 
ride to reduce conges¬ 
tion.

Money may very well Never Sleep, but the 
latest Wall Street struggles to keep you awake! 


SCREEN 

TALK 


‘GREED is good ’ - 
so went the maxim 
espoused by 
Gordon Gekko in 
1987’s Wall Street. 
But if we've learned 
anything in the last 
two years, it is that 
greed merely leads 
to financial troubles 
for those most inno¬ 
cent. 

A timely period, then, 
for Oliver Stone to revis¬ 
it the character that per¬ 
sonified the era of 
banker opulence, some¬ 
thing the director has 
happily settled down to 
do with Wall Street: 
Money Never Sleeps. 

Picking up from the 
last film, we see Gordon 
Gekko (Michael 
Douglas) released from 
jail after financial fraud. 
He is contacted by Jacob 


(Shia LaBeouf), an 
aspiring financial whiz- 
zkid who is planning to 
marry Gordon’s 
estranged daughter 
Winnie (Carey 
Mulligan); however, 
Jacob’s motives for get¬ 
ting in touch with 
Gordon soon put him 
into a world he is ill-pre¬ 
pared for, and one which 
many people, including 
the shady Bretton James 
(Josh Brolin), will be 
more happy to show him 
the deep, dark secrets 
of... 

The character of 
Gordon Gekko is easily 
one of cinema’s most 
indelible creations. The 
name almost overshad¬ 
ows the film in which he 
starred, something that 
was made possible by 
Michael Douglas’ out¬ 
standing turn and Oliver 
Stone’s sharp writing. 


Another outing for 
Gekko did not appear to 
be high on Oliver 
Stone’s to-do list, but 
with the world under the 
cloud of recession, 
banks going bust and 
traders losing their way, 
if you were ever going 
to revisit the world of 
Gekko, now was the 
right time. 

However, Money 
Never Sleeps is a film 
that not only struggles to 
match up to its predeces¬ 
sor, but taken on its own 
terms is an interminably 
gripping, yet far too per¬ 
functory, film that wraps 
itself up in its own sci¬ 
ence and never plays to 
the general viewer. 

Not that I dislike a 
film for being intellectu¬ 
al, far from it, but 
Money Never Sleeps 
takes a generic tale of 
revenge and dresses it up

with fancy financial 
terms and parlance, 
never making it overtly 
clear what exactly is 
going on. 

I consider myself to 
be an intelligent person, 
yet the amount of finan¬ 
cial abbreviations on 
show here made me 
wonder whether I was 
watching a particular 
Americanised version of 
Countdown. 

The film’s writers, 
Allan Loeb and Stephen 
Schiff, are obviously 
more than au fait with 
the money markets and 
trading, yet where the 
film should be engaging 
you it simply ends up 
distancing itself with its 
technicalities. 

Anyone who plays the 
markets will no doubt be 
more interested, but for 
the majority whose only 
knowledge of Wall 
Street is the film itself, 
there may well be more 
than a few blank expres¬ 
sions. 

The writers make a 
similar misstep with the 
story and characters. 
What is in essence a 
boiled down revenge 
story, with money rather 
than violence the tool of 
destruction, is let down 
by their attempt to intro¬ 
duce familial redemp¬ 
tion. 

When Gekko is on 
screen and the cut and 
thrust of the money mar¬ 
kets is in full force the 
story is intriguing, no 
doubt from the enjoy¬ 
ment of watching 
bankers and investors 
getting their comeup¬ 
pance, but when the 
story switches to 
Gekko’s estranged 
daughter and his 
attempts to reconcile 
with her, it feels less 
enthralling. 

Obviously the family 
element is there to show 
the corrosive nature of 
greed, but that is some¬ 
thing that the world has 
seen over the past two 
years - more onus on the 
shady dealings, back- 
stabbing and inappropri-

ate behaviour would 
have been far more grip¬ 
ping. 

Character-wise, the 
writers distil Gekko 
down to a prophet com¬ 
ing to preach doom and 
gloom that isn’t listened 
to by those that have the 
power to do anything 
about it, losing the cut¬ 
throat edge that made 
the character so engag¬ 
ing in the first place, 
while the remainder of 
the characters fail to 
really hit home despite 
the actors who fill them 
out. 

Michael Douglas 
never really gets the 
opportunity to get his 
teeth stuck into what is 
arguably his finest role. 

There are flashes of 
the devilish spirit here 
and there, but even 
though the film is 
preaching against Wall 
Street’s maxim, Gekko is 
undoubtedly more fun 
there than he is here. 

While Douglas’ per¬ 
formance isn’t at all 
poor, he seems less than 
interested in it, and the 
marginalisation of what 
makes him interesting is 
to the detriment of both 
character and actor. 

The references to the 
nature of time passing 
and making as much of 
life as you can may have 
taken on an unforseen 
pertinence given his 


recent brush with illness, 
but the script hugely 
weakens the strength of 
its ace in the hole. 

Having gone from 
next-big-thing to estab¬ 
lished star, Shi 
LaBeouf’s performance 
is certainly lacking here, 
the actor not only failing 
to match up to Douglas’ 
undoubted charisma, but 
also essaying a dull 
character and failing to 
bring any life to it. 

Carey Mulligan is 
similarly bland, with 
even the scene between 
her and Gordon failing 
to create any ripples 
despite her and Douglas 
trying their best. 

Josh Brolin fares a lit¬ 
tle better as the shadowy 
banker, bringing a sneer 
and arrogance that 
makes you want him to 
fall flat on his face at the 
very least, while his 
sparring with both 
LaBeouf and, in one 
scene, Douglas, is partic¬ 
ularly enjoyable, Brolin 
doing a good line in vil¬ 
lainy. 

With decent small 
turns from Eli Wallach,

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QUERY OVER PROFIT SPLIT 

Auditors have a 
last gasp look at 
Porthcawl land 
sale small print 


THREE Porthcawl 
organisations have 
called in the Wales 
Audit Office to 
investigate the split 
of profits between 
the council and pri¬ 
vate landowners 
within the 

Porthcawl 
Regeneration Area. 

Porthcawl Civic 
Society, Porthcawl 
SHOUT and Porthcawl 
Chamber of Trade wrote 
jointly to the audit 
office, asking it to look 
into the proposal to 
share profits on a 60-40 
split, something agreed 
in 2006. 

Council taxpayers 
will receive 60 per cent 
of the profits, after 
development costs are 
taken out, and the two 
Evans families, who 
either own or lease the 
other land involved in 
the project, will get 40 
per cent between them. 
They are acting as one 
unit known as the 
“Evans Families”. 

A letter has been 
received stating that the 
matter is being investi¬ 
gated by the District 
Auditor but no further 
information has been 
forthcoming. 

A spokesman for the 
three organisations said 
that they were told to 
expect a reply this week 
but by the time The 
GEM went to press on 
Wednesday, nothing had 
been received. 

The spokesman 
added that the organisa¬ 
tions had acted because 
of concerns about the 
relative land holdings of 
the council and the other 
party. 

The matter has taken 
on a new urgency with 
the sudden inclusion of 
a late-tabled report to 
last week’s cabinet 
meeting, which was not 
sent out in advance to 
the press or members, 
but which was laid at the 
meeting. 

This joint report, 
from Louise Fradd, cor¬ 
porate director of 
Communities and Allan 
Phillips, the council’s 
head of Property and 
Finance, was accepted 
by council leader Mel 
Nott as an urgent item 
under the council’s con¬ 
stitution. 

Cabinet was told that 
unless the council signs 
the ‘owners agreement’ 
with the Evans Families 
immediately, it would be 
impossible to enter into 
contracts with the devel¬ 
opers of the supermarket 
which forms phase 1 of 
the regeneration. 

Chelverton Deeley 
Freed Ltd, which is act¬ 
ing for Tesco, is the pre¬ 
ferred developer 

involved. 

The report sought 
authority to sign the 
agreement, which would

formalise all the previ¬ 
ously agreed arrange¬ 
ments, including the 60- 
40 split of profits. 

The report to cabinet 
revealed that the Evans 
Families have a lease¬ 
hold interest in Salt 
Lake car park, which is 
owned by the council; 
and a leasehold interest 
in the former Monster 
Park site, which is pri¬ 
vately owned. They also 
own the freehold of the 
funfair site at Coney 
Beach. 

BCBC owns the land 
at The Green, Hillsboro 
Place car park, Salt 
Lake, and the former 
Sandy Bay caravan 
park. 

Under the agreement, 
the Evans families will 
be retaining the follow¬ 
ing: 

• A site on Salt Lake 
for the Grace 
Community Centre and 
church 

• A 1.5 acre site for a 
commercial leisure 
building to be built 
fronting the new Sandy 
Bay promenade with a 
400-foot frontage 

• A site of three quar¬ 
ters of an acre on 
Mackworth Road over¬ 
looking Griffin Park for 
residential building 
plots. 

The council will be 
retaining a site for a new 
surgery, a new commu¬ 
nity centre, a new public 
car park and a leisure 
site - all on phase one, 
which is the Salt Lake- 
Hillsboro Place site. 

They also want five 
acres to extend Newton 
Primary School at 
Sandy Bay, which will 
be in phase 2 of the 
scheme. 

The Evans families 
will be granted leases 
for: 

• A mini golf site 

• 1.5 acres on the 
Foreshore Park for a 
travelling fair for up to 
80 consecutive days a 
year - 140 days in total 
per year 

• Five sites for prom¬ 
enade kiosks along the 
Coney Beach and 
Eastern Promenades 

• Five acres on 
Sandy Bay as a tempo¬ 
rary car park with a five 
year lease - to be 
renewed annually until 
the fairground ceases 


operating. 

Cabinet approved this 
report but a second 
report outlining the 
financial terms was dis¬ 
cussed in private in a 
confidential report. 

The GEM asked the 
council on Monday for a 
breakdown of the land 
owned or controlled by 
both parties to the agree¬ 
ment with the acreage of 
each portion. 

But on Wednesday, 
we received a response 
from BCBC stating that 
there were 93 acres 
within the Regeneration 
Area owned by the 
council and the other 
landowners. 

The response did not 
break this down but stat¬ 
ed that the 60-40 split 
was not based on the 
acreage controlled by 
each party but on the 
varying values of the 
different parcels of land. 

The statement added 
that the original agree¬ 
ment was authorised by 
cabinet in 2006 and 
approved by two inde¬ 
pendent valuers. 

The agreement has 
also gone to auditors to 
ensure that it has been 
through the correct 
process. 

The council had earli¬ 
er denied that the beach 
in front of the funfair, 
which is owned by the 
Evans Families, is being 
counted in the land 
involved in the 60-40 
split. 

However, the GEM 
will continue to press 
for a breakdown of land 
holdings and the acreage 
involved. 

Porthcawl councillor 
Ken Watts has been 
informed of the letter 
sent to the audit office 
and is also a member of 
the Porthcawl 

Regeneration Forum. 

He had been unaware 
of the late report to cab¬ 
inet and has since held 
several meetings with 
officers with a possible 
view to asking for the 
matter to be called in for 
scrutiny. 

But he told The GEM 
that he was now content 
that the council had 
obtained “best consider¬ 
ation” for its land on 
behalf of the council 
taxpayers. He decided 
against pursuing the 
scrutiny option. 

This means that the 
cabinet decision to sign 
the agreement can be 
implemented.

Group Captain Ron’s 
talk of RAF life for the 
Barry Men’s Forum 


THE autumn session of the 
forum commenced with a talk 
by Group Captain Ron Powell, 
a local retiree on Barry Island. 

It became obvious during this 
retired senior RAF officer’s talk that 
he was a true ‘Trenchard Brat’, or 
product of the famous apprentice 
scheme that produced so many high 
achievers, such as Sir Frank Whittle, 
the inventor of the jet engine. 

Ron Powell became an RAF 
apprentice after service in the Air 
Training Corps from the age of thir¬ 
teen, which gave him his first solo 
flight and a taste of things to come. 

After completing his three year 
apprenticeship at Halton, Ron was 
posted to RAF Scampton, famous for 
housing the Dam Busters and, at that 
time, a base for the nuclear Vulcan V 
bombers. 

However, instead of working on 
them he found himself attached to 
‘1066 Squadron’, and honing his 
engine and airframe skills on the well 
loved Hastings multi-purpose four- 
engined transport. 

He related that, at that time, he 
found his responsibility level as a cor¬ 
poral higher than it was ever to be 
later when he was occupying posts as 
a senior officer. 

During a period of time spent in the 
ranks gaining experience, he applied 
for aircrew selection and on his third 
attempt was successful. 

It was a question of keeping on try¬ 


ing, and it was with some humour that 
Ron related how later in his career he 
became head of the aircrew selection 
board and saw things from the other 
side of the table. 

His first ambition on obtaining his 
wings was to fly fast jets, but fate 
decreed that he should become quali¬ 
fied to fly big multi-engined aircraft 
instead. 

It was in this role that he found 
himself engaged in the Falklands con¬ 
flict while based on Ascension Island, 
and clocking up many hours flying 
that wonderful workhorse, the 
Hercules. 

In time Group Captain Powell 
became a flying instructor and also 
filled many senior posts, some of 
which he described as being in the 
defence/diplomacy field, before retir¬ 
ing to Barry Island where he now 
contemplates and photographs the sun 
rising over the sea from his eyrie on 
Nell’s Point. 

We hope that he will return in due 
course and share some of the details 
of his later years in the RAF.

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FLYNN’S HOPES DASHED BY THE BULGARIANS AND THE SWISS... 

So, after three defeats out of 
three, where do Wales go now?

make. As the Welsh 
football team splut¬ 
tered to the finishing 
line of another quali¬ 
fying campaign that 
promised so much but 
delivered so little last 
autumn, the talk was 
of how the youngsters 
of the team had been 
seasoned that little bit 
more, ready to handle 
the rigours of a Euro 
2012 qualifying cam¬ 
paign. 

Hope that this was 
more than just talk was 
boosted by a 3-0 win 
over Scotland, led by 
Aaron Ramsey, whose 
bossing of the game was 
a sight to behold. Yet 
rather than act as a cata¬ 
lyst, this result appeared 
to be a one-off, as disap¬ 
pointing friendly results 
and the loss of Ramsey to 
a horrific leg break set 
Wales back. 

Starting the Euro cam¬ 
paign with a 1-0 loss 
away to Montenegro, the 
supposed minnows 
whose away win over 
Bulgaria (and subsequent 
win over Switzerland and 
draw with England) sug¬ 
gested they are anything 
but, was hardly the most 
inspiring of results, but it 
was a shock to see John 
Toshack, whose prefer¬ 


ence for youth had 
achieved mixed results at 
best, stand down from 
the post of Welsh manag¬ 
er. 

With such a quick 
turnaround between fix¬ 
tures it was unsurprising 
to see Brian Flynn, who 
had masterminded the 
under-21s transformation 
from also-rans to players, 
take the job on a caretak¬ 
er basis, and his desire to 
take on the job full-time 
met with largely positive 
reaction. 

The first test of his 
stewardship came with a 
home fixture against 
Bulgaria, who have 
‘enjoyed’ a similarly 
fruitless start to their 
campaign, having lost 
both to Montenegro, and 
suffering a comprehen¬ 
sive 4-0 defeat at 
Wembley against 

England. 

With UEFA appearing 
to have taken fixture 
advice from the Magners 
League, Friday night saw 
Wales’ opportunity to 
kick-start their hopes of 
making it to Poland and 
Ukraine in 2012. 

As ever, the squad was 
riddled with injuries, 
leaving Flynn to follow 
in the footsteps of his 
predecessor by playing 
Steve Morison alone up 
front, though in a slightly 
more attacking 4-2-3-1 
formation. 

The opening minutes 


saw neither team grab 
hold of the game, 
Bulgaria having the first 
shot on goal; but soon 
after, some smooth build 
up play between Bale 
and Ledley saw the for¬ 
mer cross the ball across 
goal. A dummy by 
Morison gave Chris 
Gunter a golden opportu¬ 
nity, but his drive blasted 
across the face of goal. 

Bulgaria were again 
denied by the hands of 
Hennessy, and while 
Wales looked encourag¬ 
ing, the lack of a cutting- 
edge meant all the hard 
work was having little 
end product. 

Bale had a wonderful 
opportunity after a good 
cross from Ledley, but he 
missed the ball; while a 
teasing cross from the 
recalled Danny Collins 
found the head of 
Morison, but the 
Millwall striker was 
unable to put much 
power on it. 

Warning signs were 
flashing when Stilyan 
Petrov saw his shot 
blocked at the start of the 
second half, then blasted 
wide of the Welsh goal, 
and 3 minutes after the 
restart, Bulgaria grabbed 
the decisive goal. 

There seemed little 
danger as they knocked 
the ball about on the edge 
of the area, but two 


clever passes pulled the 
Welsh defence out shape, 
and with Ricketts and 
James Collins struggling 
to get back, Popov beat 
Hennessy at his near 
post. 

Petrov was again 
denied from distance, 
and the long balls to 
Morison became a far too 
regular occurence. 

However, when the 
ball was played to his 
feet, Morison had the 
best chance of the match, 
going clear only for his 
shot to lack composure 
and conviction. 

While this lifted both 
players and fans, 
Bulgaria were more than 
happy to sit back, and 
even with the arrival of 
King, Church and 
Robson-Kanu from the 
substitutes’ bench, Wales 
found breaking down the 
Bulgarians a difficult 
task. 

The game came back 
to life in the last five 
minutes. First Robson- 
Kanu headed over from a 
Bale cross, before 
Bulgaria's counter¬ 
attacking yielded two 
opportunities that they 
squandered. 

However, Wales’ night 
went from bad to worse 
when Gunter cynically, 
and stupidly, blocked 
Rangelov when he was 
the last man - the red card 


the referee brought out of 
his pocket was met with 
indifference by a rapidly- 
emptying stadium, who 
by now knew that the 
new dawn promised by 
Flynn had already suf¬ 
fered its first, and poten¬ 
tially fateful, setback. 

The Tuesday trip to 
Switzerland, made harder 
by the suspensions of 
Ricketts and Gunter, was 
one that brought chills. 
However, in this 
encounter of the two bot¬ 
tom teams, it was an 
improved performance 
by the Welsh, the 4-1 
scoreline doing little jus¬ 
tice to the team. 

Flynn’s decision to 
make changes was a wel¬ 
come one, Simon Church 
coming in for Morison, 
with the likes of Darcy 
Blake, Andrew Crofts 
and Andy King all being 
given the chance to 
shine. 

It seemed the same old 
story when Stocker net¬ 
ted the Swiss’ first, but 
Wales’ bright start was 
rewarded when Gareth 
Bale broke and finished 
coolly to grab a deserved 
equaliser. 

It was the recurring 
defensive frailties that 
did for Wales as Streller 
was played onside by 
Collins and had little 
trouble beating Hennessy 
to make it 2-1. 

But for all Wales’ hard 
first half work, the sec¬ 


ond period saw chances 
created but without the 
guile to finish them off, 
and two goals in the last 
ten minutes for the Swiss 
(including a harsh penal¬ 
ty) gave a brighter sheen 
to the scoreline for the 
home side than was per¬ 
haps deserved. 

So where now for 
Wales? It seems that 
every report alludes to 
the same old reasons for 
failure - injuries, lapses 
of concentration, lack of 
a goalscoring touch - but 
it is high time that these 
issues were addressed. 

As for Bryan Flynn’s 
future, his onus on pass¬ 
ing football was com¬ 
mendable; but if Wales 
are to really get them¬ 
selves out of the dol¬ 
drums then a fresh start is 
required, and that means 
sweeping away, at senior 
level, the remnants of the 
Toshack years. 

A big managerial 
appointment - and, no, 
that doesn’t mean Ian 
Rush, John Hartson or 
Chris Coleman - is the 
order of the day for the 
FAW, in order to give the 
nation a boost ahead of 
what will be a tricky 
qualifier against England 
in Cardiff next March. 

Wales requires higher 
standards and a little bit 
of luck if we are to end 
our qualification hoodoo 
- it is now up to the FAW 
to find that man.
